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REMARKS 



This is in response to the Office Action mailed on September 24, 2007. Claims 
19-29 are currently pending and are at issue. 

According to the Examiner's suggestion, Applicants have amended the 
specification to introduce Section Headings and to correct other informalities. 

Claim 24 has been further amended to recite "immunogenic" fragment of the G 
protein. Support can be found, for example, at page 5, lines 12-16. 

§112, Second Paragraph 

The Office Action rejected claims 19-29 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 
as allegedly being indefinite. Applicants have amended claims 19-22 and 24-29 and have 
canceled claim 23. Applicants believe that the amendments address and overcome the 
rejection.
